The modern newspaper is 
one of the most powerful agencies 
through which the printing press does 
its work. 
A man’s newspaper enters 
into his inmost thought. 
A man has 
no secrets from what he reads. 
It 
touches the very deepest springs where 
his character is formed. 
So aleo the 
news get into the meet sacred life cf 
the home. 
It lies openly on the table 
within the reach c f son and daughter 
and becomes one influence in forming 
their characters. 
The newspaper is 
free to sp ak on any subject. 
Laws, 
literature, history, scieuce, religion 
may be freely discussed in its columns. 
We do no protest against the liberty 
of the press. 
There is more value 
than danger in it. 
It helps us under­ 
stand all men and thus be brothers to 
them. 
It makes evil hide it* head. 
Evil hates the exposing light cf a free 
press. 
But this freedom makes the 
power of the press enormous. 
It may 
eontradict or assist the teachings of 
home and school, and it has the oppor­ 
tunity every day cf dropping into a 
man’s mind some idea that will stick 
there and greatly influence his life. 
Now there have arisen in connection 
with the newspaper, so great in its 
power, certain problems of which we 
may well think. 
One of them is that 
of sensationalism. In telling the facts 
of the world’s life, the newspaper 
renders a service to the kingdom, tu t 
iu overdrawing or bighly coloring 
them for the sake of a sensation, it 
menaces the mental ideals of the peo­ 
ple. 
We must not be afraid to face 
the many sad and revolting things 
th at there are in life, bat we need not 
draw them r ut, d well upon them, or 
make them greater than they are. 
The important things of the world’s 
life should be given prominence in 
the newspaper. 
The world’s life is 
not in its crimes, its scandals, its 
blunders and disgraces, but in its art, 
literature, science, commerce, politics 
and religion. 
These must be given 
precedence. 
The sins are like barna­ 
cles which impede progress and need 
be noticed only except so far as is 
necessary to find the oest way to re­ 
move them. 
The gcod taste of a com­ 
munity is one of the most valuable 
possessions and should be guarded. 
Now it is said that in printing sen­ 
sation and exaggeration, the newspa­ 
per is only giving the people what 
want. 
This is partly true and partly 
not true. 
The newspsyer has partly 
created the taste for sensation. Every 
man has a good side and a bad side, 
and you oan feed either. 
But it is 
partly true that the American people, 
or part cf them, do want sensation, 
and therefore we must use every effort 
in school, home, lecture and in our 
own minds to develop a higher taste 
than shall ask for an unsensational 
newspaper. 
That is our part in help­ 
ing the newspaper serve the Kingdom. 
B at there are many signs that these 
problems af the newspaper are solving 
themselves. 
The healthy mind will 
prevail over the unhealthy. Men grow 
tired of being deceived. 
And in time 
these will re-create a truth loving 
press that will do noble service for the 
kingdom of God. 
One thing I must 
add. 
The newspaper deals with to­ 
day. 
A man must have other reading, 
other influences in his life that will 
ground his thoughts on eternal princi­ 
ples. 
He must not only know the 
f acts of today but the truths of history 
and religion. 
In the evening the pastor spoke of 
man’s relation to the things which are 
impossible to him, showing that with 
w hat is possible to us we may make 
our lives happa and true.

Reason should select the stan­ 
dard, and then the standard rules rea­ 
son. 
We can never get the measure­ 
ments of God Almighty by our reason, 
but our reason selects the standard, 
as the Scriptures of Jesus Christ, and 
then we are enabled to get some of the 
measurements of the infinite God. 
What do we demand of a religion? 
In the first place, it must show us 
th at it is divine. 
No religion can 
hold us that is of man’s mauufacture. 
In the second place, it must be a re­ 
ligion that will in a measure, describe 
God himself, a teething of His attri­ 
butes, and personality. 
Again, it 
must tell us something of the future 
world, enough to enable us in this 
life to begin to£prepare for the next 
life.

Monetary Conve&tftvw Will Meet to Con­ 
sider a Refer rn. 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
Jan. 
24.—The 
monetary 
convention, out of 
which 
grew the movement for currency re­ 
form last winter, will reassemble in 
this city Tuesday. 
The prospects now are that the con­ 
vention will be larger this year than 
last, though the same bodies wrere in­ 
vited to send representatives. The list 
of delegates selected includes some of 
the mos«t influential and best known 
men of the country; men of national 
reputation in their various lines of 
business or profession. 
When the executive committee first 
decided to reassemble the convention it; 
had -serious doubts as to whether men ! 
busy with important affairs of their j 
own would drop their work and devote 
the time to making a winter trip to 
Indianapolis simply for the purpose of 
considering and passing upon the re­ 
port of the convention. 
This doubt, 
however, was dissolved within four or 
five days after the call was issued for 
the convention. A few trade organiza­ 
tions complained that they could not 
send delegates at this time, because of 
the great pressure of business, blit 
more of such bodies responded favor­ 
ably than was the case last year. There 
have been over four hundred delegates 
selected, and the convention this year 
will have at least 350 delegates, while 
last year it was composed of 299. 
RECIPROCITY MOVES SLOWLY. 


Government Officials Conducting Nego­ 
tiations with Many Nations. 
Washington, Jan. 
24.—Reciprocity 
negotiations continue to proceed in a 
manner satisfactory to officials, but 
there is no prospect that treaties or 
agreements will be concluded in the 
near future. 
The negotiations with 
Peru are the farthest along, and these 
have reached a point where the draft 
of a treaty has been made. It is shown 
that, unlike the cotton of the southern 
states and other cotton sections, that 
of Peru has many colors other than 
white. 
The negotiations have brought out 
that freight rates are an element which 
gives European countries a great ad­ 
vantage over the United States in the 
matter of trade with South America. 
In the case of Peru the rate to the 
United States is the same as the rate 
from Peru to Liverpool and thence to 
the United States.

FOR CHURCH UNITY. 


Report Touching the Methodists* North 
and Sooth—Education. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Jan. 24.—The 
following official report of the action 
of the joint committee of federation 
appointed by the general conferences 
of the Methodist Episcopal churches 
north and south, which met at Balti­ 
more recently, was given out by Secre­ 
tary Dr. R. J. Cooke: 
Resolved,, That the general confer­ 
ences of the two churches be recom­ 
mended to order the preparation of a 
common catechism, hymn book and or­ 
der of public worship for both church­ 
es. 
‘WThile recognizing the value and 
growth of the Epworth League of the 
respective churches and rejoicing in 
the spirit of fraternity manifested in 
their biennial international conference, 
in the absence of any literal provision 
for it, it is suggested for the general 
conferences the propriety of recogniz­ 
ing and regulating it by legal provis­ 
ions. 
“That the general conferences of the 
respective churches be recommended 
to adopt measures for the joint admin­ 
istration of their publishing interests 
in China and Japan. 
“It was further agreed for the pre 
vention of hurtful competition that in 
places where either church is estab­ 
lished and supplying the needs of the 
people new work shall not be organ­ 
ized by the other church without the 
consent of the bishop having jurisdic 
tion. 
“That it is the imperative duty of 
the Protestant church to provide in the 
city of Washington a university, Chris­ 
tian. Catholic, tolerant and American 
having for its sole aim post-graduate 
and professional study and original re­ 
search, and that the American univer­ 
sity is worthy of the confidence and 
benefactions of the people in all our 
churches. 
“We also agreed to recommend to 
the general conferences of the two 
churches provision for the reception of 
ministers from one church to the oth­ 
er without loss of orders in ministerial 
standing.”

Skin graft!ag was to e hope L o u v er, 
So severe was the barn and so large 
the surface denuded of skin, th at if 
the girl had lived it would have only 
been to ba a hopeless cripple. 
Now 
th a t she is a t the hospital where she 
will get good care, it is hoped th at she 
ean be saved. 
Bared Their Arms. 
Dr. W hiting was som ewhat worried 
yesterday for fear that enough volun­ 
teers would not keep their pledge, but 
there was no reason for uneasiness on 
th a t score. 
When the fire 
patrol 
wagon rolled into the hospital yard at 
1:45 o’clock, it was loaded w ith men 
They were met by Dr. J. 
B. W hiting, 
Sr., ant. with the assistance of Dr. W. 
H. Palmer, Dr. J. W. St. John and Dr. 
E . F. Woods, the spot on the inside of 
the arm from which the skin was 
taken, was sterilized. 
Then the vol­ 
unteers stepped tow ard Dr. W hiting 
Jr. 
Dr. Joe lifted up the arm; thrust 
a long sharp needle under the skin; 
raised up the cuticle, and with a razor 
brought to the keenest possible edge, 
quickly cut off the “graft” taking 
pieces ranging Lem the size of a little 
finger nail, to the size of a ten cent 
piece. 
Not one of the volunteers 
flinched during the painful operation. 
The volunteers then had 
the 
'.ut 
dressed, while Dr. W hiting, with the 
piece of skin still impaled upon the 
needle, turned toward the patient, 
who lay on an operating table close at 
hand. 
The piece of skin was then ap­ 
plied to the raw surface of the big 
ugly burn, Dr. James Gibson holding, 
the g raft in place until Dr. 
W hiling 
could w ithdraw the needle. 
Physicians Contributed. 


When the first wagon load of volun­ 
teers had contributed their mite, the 
second load was sent for. 
Nearly a1) 
♦he physicians present contributed. 
When a volunteer w»s not at hand, 
Dr. W hiting would take a piece from 
his own arm. 
Officer W. H. Appleby 
said 
to take 
two grafts from his 
arm , while E. V. W hiton and others 
also did extra duty. 
Dr. J. B. W hit­ 
ing Sr., bared his arm , and Dr. Joe 
was about to take tho piece of skin, 
b u t Dr. Woods and Dr. Palm er refused 


to allow the graft to be taken, Dr. 
Wuods furnishing it himself. 
Three razors were used to cut off the 
the grafts, and the matron disinfect­ 
ed them after each cut. 
Thus was the burned spot on the 
tittle girl's body covered with minute 
pieces of skin taken frcm nearly two 
seore of men. 
Medical records show but few cases 
where a child has lived after receivir g 
such a baru. 
The child’s flesh 
was 
cooked from her knee nearly to the 
shoulder, the burn spreading out over 
the hip and abdomen. 
On one edge 
of the burn new skin formed in a con­ 
siderable quantity, but the center of 
the surface 
was denuded. 
No skin 
would have formed here, and if it had, 
the little girl’s Dody would have been 
drawn all out of shape 
by nature's 
efforts to heal the wound, 
lf all goes 
well, however, she will not be crip­ 
pled, but will be strong aud well and 
able to care for herself instead of be­ 
ing a charge upon the public. 
Had Suffered Much. 
The little girl 
as burned on Dee. 
2, last. 
Her dress was draw n into the 
open door of the stove, by the strong 
draft. A moment later her clothing 
was ablaze. 
Dr. Joe W hiting wae 
called, and dressed ber burns, saying 
th at she could hardly recover. 
For 
seven weeks the doctor had been a t­ 
tending the little one, day aud night, 
and w ithout a cent of compensation. 
The night-gown th at she wore was 
purchased by the doctor, and no mil 
lionarie’s child could have received 
more faithful service. 
The child’s 
father was in jai), while the mother 
is of a peculiar organization. 
When 
the father was liberated from jail a t 
time it was thought th a t M argaret 
would die, he was naut a t the house by 
Mrs. Arquette and a colored man, and 
a fight followed in which A rquette’s 
head was cut open. 
Before th a t Ar 
quette had trouble with bis wife, anc 
curing the row, Mrs. Arquette knock 
ed him down w ith a stick of firewood, 
befalling on the suffering ehild ss she 
lay on a sofa. 
Such were the surroundings of the 
little sufferer. 
When it was proposed to take her 
to a Milwaukee hospital s t the coun­ 
ty's expense. Mrs. Arquette rebelled, 
and toe project was given up. In vain 
was the mother told th at the time to 
ae • had come, and th a t nothing else 
would cave the child. 
She was told 
th at the

bal laughed at the suggestion. 
Appeal to the Court. 
Saturday, Dr. 
W hiting appealed to 
Judge Phelps. * Under Sheriff Cochrane 
was sent so notify Mrs. Arquette. She 
defied the officer and the law he repre­ 
sented. 
Then Judge Phelps issued 
papers taking the ehild from the moth­ 
er, and gave them to Sheriff Acheaon. 
The sheriff, Turnkey Brown and Dr. 
Whiting went after the little sufferer 
yesterday morning. Mrs 
Arquette 
tried to got the broom, but Dr. Whit­ 
ing seized and held her. 
The child 
was then taken to the hospital, and 
the operation was performed. 
“ The chances are favorable” said 
Dr. W hiting last night, “ although ten 
days time will be necessary to tell 
much about it. 
I had no idea th at I 
could get the skin to save the life of 
this child here. 
If her parents had 
been neb, we could have bought it, 
but this case was different. 
Peter .D. 
Champion’s offer gave me a start, and 
I had no difficulty in finding the men 
who would make the sacrifice purely 
on the grounds th at it was for suffer­ 
ing hum anity. 
The operation was not 
painful to the child, but the men who 
gave the skin felt the sting when it 
was cut off. 
Not cue of them flinched 
however—they were a lot of heroes.” 
The burned surface on the child’s 
body covered shout 150 square inches. 
It is said th a t this is one of the most 
extensive skin grafting operations a t­ 
tempted in some time. 
Contrary to 
the popular belief, 
however, 
skin 
grafting is not a new practice 
It has 
been in use for 
many years. 
The 
whole burned surface is not covered, 
the “ grafts” beicg placed some dis­ 
tance apart, nature filling in between 
them if the grafts adhere properly.
